Conflicting peace ideas threaten 
break up of Israeli coalition 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, June 
9 (R). — Sharp differences ov- 
er Middle East peace moves 
today threatened to break up 
Israeli Prime Minister Mena- 
chem Begin’s year-old coaliti- 
on government. 

The looming political crisis 
could force Mr. Begin into a 
general election. But observers 
said that if this happened, 
the electorate would most li- 
kely return Mr. Begin to pow- 
er. 

- Ul/rn -nationalists within his 
majority Likud bloc told a pa- 
rty meeting they would quit 
unless foe prime minister dis- 
missed Foreign Minister Mo- 
she Dayan. 

They accuse the controver- 
sial Mr. Dayan of being too 
anxious t° compromise with 
Egypt . in stalled peace nego- 
tiations. 

Their leaders, former Stem 
Gang terrorist Geula Cohen 
and writer Moshe Shamir, bit- 
terly oppose any territorial co- 
ncessions by Israel. 

The ultra-nationalists called 
on Mr. Begin to abandon bis 
peace plan, which includes 
the offer of “limited autono- 
my” to the occupied West Ba- 
nk and Gaza Strip. 

They have been joined in 
their open hostility to Mr. Be- 
gin’s leadership by the fana- 
tical Gush Emunim (Faith Bl- 
oc), which feels the governm- 
ent is “being timid” in push- 
ing further Jewish settlements 
in areas captured by Israel in 
the 1967 war. 

The Gush Emunim has la- 
unched a public campaign aga- 
inst the centre-right coalition. 

While foe ultra-nationalists 
oppose giving up any occupied 
Arab land, the Democratic Mo- 
vement for Change (DMC) sa- 
id after a party meeting last 
week it would leave the go- 
vernment unless Mr. Begin sh- 
owed greater readiness to ma- 
ke territorial concessions. The 
DMC is the second largest co- 
alition partner. 

DMC ministers, led by De- 
puty Prime Minister Yigael 
Yadin, have come under fire 
within their party for falling 
to persuade Mr. Begin to be 
more forthcoming in his nego- 
tiations with Egyptian Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat. 


The third coalition member, 
the National Religious Party 
(NRP) has also been wracked 
by internal dissension over the 
peace moves, but the major- 
ity continues to support Mr. 
Begin’s hardline views. 

US. wants answers 

The immediate cause of the 
coalition crisis is the demand 
by the United States for an- 
swers to questions concerning 
the future, status of the West 
Bank and- Gaza. 

The Americans want to kn- 
ow what the Israelis plan to 
do after Mr. Begin’s propo- 
sed live years of self-rule and 
how the Palestinians themsel- 
ves will participate in deter- 
mining their future. 

Last Sunday the cabinet he- 
ld the first of two scheduled 
debates on how to reply to 
Washington. 

Meanwhile, Mr. Dayan had 
a series of meetings with the 
prime minister as the Israeli 
press reported they disagreed 
on the peace proposals. 

Mr. Dayan, last week, den- 


ied the press reports. But go- 
vernment officials admitted the 
foreign minister was trying 
to re-word some of the key 
provisions. 

Basically, the officials said 
Mr. Dayan favoured giving the 
Ameri cans clearer, more defi- 
nite replies than Mr. Begin fe- 
lt were necessary or advisable. 

Mr. Dayan feared alienating 
Washington while Mr. Begin 
believed clear-cut replies wo- 
uld prejudice “future develop- 
ments in the occupied areas.” 

Political observers were clo- 
sely watching the outcome of 
the Begin-Dayan disagreement 
as it could well determine the 
fate of foe coalition. 

Should Mr. Dayan decide to 
resign, DMC sources said he 
would probably be followed 
by Mr. Yadin and his move- 
ment. 

Observers said this would 
most likely touch off a revolt 
in Mr. Begin’s own Likud, wi- 
th foe liberal wing led by Fin- 
ance Minister Simcha Ehrlich 
threatening a party split. The 
NRP could be confronted by 
a similar crisis, they added. 


Mengistu: Efforts for 
Eritrean peace failed 


BELGRADE, June 9 (Agencies) 
— Ethiopian leader Lt-Col. 
Mengistu Halle Mariam has 
said that efforts by Arab rod 
communist countries to nego- 
tiate a peaceful settlement in 
Eritrea had failed, the Yugos- 
lav news agency Tan jug rep- 
orted today from Addis Aba- 
ba. 

Tanjug reported that Men- 
gistu said that if a new offer 
for negotiations for settleme- 
nt of the Eritrean problem we- 
re not accepted, a solution will 
be sought by fighting. 

The agency quoted Mengis- 
tu as saying in a radio speech 
that foe opposition Eritrean 
fronts were “foreign agents ” 
and called on the Ethiopian 
people to unit and continue 
the struggle for “liberation” 
of • Eritrea. 


Mengistu, Xrojug added, 
blamed the Eritreans for foe 
present situation rod repeated 
that the offer made by foe 
provisional Ethiopian govern- 
ment two years ago for nego- 
tiations was still valid. 

Meanwhile, one of foe two 
major Eritrean groups fighting 
Ethiopia said yesterday it st- 
rongly rejected an offer of self- 
government for Eritrea and 
insisted on self-determination 
rod complete independence. 

A spokesman for the Erit- 
rean Liberation Front-Revolut- 
ionary Council (ELF-RC) said 
foe offer was made by Lt--Col. 
Mengistu in a broadcast on 
Addis Ababa Radio on Wedn- 
esday. 

The ELF-RC statement was 
carried by foe Damascus-ba- 
sed Eritrean News Agency, 
which it nms. 


White House says Americans approve 
of Carter’s challenge to Moscow 



WASHINGTON, June 9 <R). — 
President Carter was descri- 
bed as pleased with the pub- 
lic reaction fo his challenge to 
the Soviet Union to coope- 
rate in world affairs or face a 
worsening confrontation with 
foe United States. 

“We have been pleased wi- 
th the reaction thus far,” Wh- 
ite House Spokesman Rex Gr- 
anum told reporters yester- 
day. 

He said the White House 
had received 156 telephone ca- 
lls and 19 telegrams praising 
the president’s speech, com- 
pared with only three calls 
rod three telegrams criticis- 
ing it 

Xhe spokesman refused, ho- 
wever, to comment on foe So- 


viet Union's critical response 
to Mr. Carter’s speech on U.S.- 
Soviet relations made before 
the Naval Academy’s gradua- 
ting class on Wednesday. 

Hie Soviet news agency Tass 
accused Mr. Carter of lying 
about Soviet policy, saying 
foe Soviets chose peaceful 
coexistence long ago "but ev- 
idently foe choice still has not 
been made In Washington’s ru- 
ling circles.” 

Meanwhile, George McGov- 
ern yesterday urged President 
Carter rod Soviet leaders to 
cool off foe war of words bet- 
ween foe United States and 
the Soviet Union. 

“I don’t -see any purpose in 
ginning (stirring) foe Ameri- 
can people into a kind of anti- 


Soviet hysteria,” he said in 
commenting on Mr. Carter’s 
speech on Wednesday. 

'1 don’t think that was his 
intention, but I think he nee- 
ds to cool the rhetoric -- foe 
Soviets ought to do the same 
thing -- and carry on these 
(strategic arms) negotiations 
quietly, maintain our military 
strength quietly, but we do- 
n’t need so much confrontati- 
on,” Mr. McGovern told repo- 
rters after meeting foe presi- 
dent at the White House. 

Mr. McGovern (Democrat, 
South Dakota), was among a 
group of senators who visited 
the White House to hear Mr. 
Carter urge again that Cong- 
ress lift its three-year-old em- . 
bargo on arms sales to Turkey. 


Palestinians describe 
latest Israeli raid 
as an utter failure 

BEIRUT, June 9 (Agencies). — Hie Palestine news agency WAFA said to- 
night the Israeli raid today on a Palestinian commando base In southern 
Lebanon was an utter failure - - the second suffered by Israel this year. It 
said the first was the attack on southern Lebanon last march. 


Commenting on today’s raid 
WAFA’s political editor said Is- 
rael’s army Chief-of-Staff Ra- 
phael Eitan carried it out in 
an attempt to make good “the 
failure suffered by bis prede- 
cessor Mordechai Gur” in Ma- 
rch and to prove bis military 
readership. 

“The operation was an utter 
failure," he declared. 

He said the Israeli forces we- 
re repulsed by the commandos 
rod Israeli losses were much 
more than those officially an- 
nounced - - two killed and eight 
wounded. 

“We challenge Gen. Eitan to 
announce the true losses,” he 
said. 

Israeli commandos had raid- 
ed a Palestinian naval base in 
the south Lebanese coastal vil- 
lage of Dahr A1 Burj early to- 
day and a local guerrilla leader 
said 22 people died in the en- 
suing battle: 

About 150 Israelis stormed 
ashore from rubber boats and 
sprinted from helicopters, their 
guns blazing, the Palestinian 
officer said. 

They destroyed boats rod ro- 
cket launchers belonging to Fa- 
teh, the largest Palestinian co- 
mmando group, rod also blew 
up houses. 

The Palestinians said the Is- 
raelis struck with sea and air 
support 


KINSHASA, June 9 (Agencies) 
— Security forces have deta- 
ined about 200 civilians in a 
roundup of suspected rebel sy- 
mpathisers in Zaire's Shaba 
Province, travellers returning 
here said today. 

Some of those picked up we- 
re suspected of being rebels 
who shed their uniforms after 
French and Belgian para-tro- 
ops drove an invasion force 
out of Koiwezi last month, the 
travellers said. 

Others detained could inc- 
lude prisoners freed from Ko- 
Iweai jail by rebels who he- 
ld foe important mining town 
for eight days and massacred 
more than 200 whites. 

The travellers said security 
forces made a sweep through 
Shaba’s provincial capital Lu- 
bumbashi and other parts of 
foe copper belt. Those arrest- 
ed were being taken to Kam- 
ina, a major town about 320 
kms. northwest of Lubumbashi 

More than 1,000 Moroccan 
troops have now arrived in Lu- 
bumbashi to take over securi- 
ty in Shaba Province following 
foe withdrawal of French Fo- 
reign Legion para-troops who 
helped fight off foe rebels. 

Government sources said foe 
pan-African force would be 
swelled to nearly 2,700 men 
from seven countries.

A senior commander of Fa- 
teh, Khalil A1 Wazir (Abu Ji- 
had), told reporters after the 
battle that nine Lebanese civi- 
lians had been killed and eight 
Israelis. Several of the raiders 
were wounded, he said. 

At least five guerrillas died 
rod seven were wounded, he 
added. 

Mr. A1 Wazir, a member of 
Fateh’s Central Committee, said 
the Israels struck at 2.15 a.m. 
(23:15 GMT), when there were 
only 19 guerrillas at the base 

Fateh guerrillas said six Le- 
banese civilians who had work- 
ed In the surrounding orange 
groves were buried beneath the 
debris. 

The ruins of houses and the 
charred remains of boats pro- 
vided grim testimony of the 
demolition job by the Israelis. 

The guerrillas said the attack- 
ers had left behind the body of 
one officer. 

A local resident said he saw 
five Israeli soldiers being ban- 
daged and taken back to ■ the 
waiting gunboats. 

Mr. A1 Wazir denied Israeli 
statements that the base was a 
major arms depot and training 
camp which had been used to 
launch attacks against Israel. 

He told journalists : “As you 
can see this is only a small 
base, one of many strung out 
along the coast. No operations

The official Israeli report on 
the raid said that seaborne Is- 
raeli commandos and para-troo- 
pers landed on the Lebanese 
coast early today, slipped into 
a Palestinian guerrilla naval ba- 
se rod destroyed it with ex- 
plosives, killing at least eight 
Palestinians, according to an 
army spokesman in Tel Aviv. 

The spokesman said there 
was “evidence" that the base 
was being used to prepare for 
attacks on Israel “in foe near 
future.” 

Two Israeli lieutenants were 
killed and eight soldiers were 
wounded, the army said. A po- 
oled report for the foreign press 
said all of the Israeli casualties 
came when a Palestinian anas 
depot blew up in a big explo- 
sion. Four of the wounded were 
evacuated by helicopter, the re- 
port said, apparently indicating 
the rest were taken away by 
sea. 

Waldheim criticises 

In New York, United Nations

The Israeli raid on Palestinian commandos and 
Lebanese and Palestinian civilians in south Lebanon 
Friday will go down in history as a rather pathetic 
example of the undisciplined fury of a massive milit- 
ary mentality. The Israelis claim, as they often do, 
that they attacked a Palestinian guerrilla base that 
was about to launch an attack against Israel. Such a 
rationale carries as much weight as would a similar 
explanation from Hitler that he was attacking an 
American army base in Kansas because American j 
soldiers stationed there were going to be shipped off j 
to liberate Nazi -occupied France. 

Raiding a south Lebanese seaside collection of 
houses to stamp out Palestinian resistance against 
Israel ? Is that really the rationale behind Mr. Dayan’s 
and Mr. Begin’s and Mr. Weizman’s untempered mili- 
tancy? Do they really think this sort of action, like 
their invasion of south Lebanon with 25,000 troops, 
will put an end to the Palestinian resistance? They 
are again mistaken, but every new mistake becomes 
more difficult to hide beneath the drama of blazing 
guns and dead bodies. 

The resistance of the Palestinians does not de- 
pend on seaside guerrilla bases. Rather, as Mr. Begin 
should know from his own history as a man willing to 
cany a gun and use it anytime and anywhere, resist- 
ance stems from the gut of every Palestinian man, 
woman and child, in south Lebanon, in occupied- Pa-’ 
lestine, in every Arab country, in every Israeli jail 
and In every room where the Palestinian identity 
stands up to demand its breath of life. 

• The only bases for Palestinian resistance against 
Zionism are the hearts of every Palestinian human 
being. If Mr. Begin can kill them all, he shall have 
accomplished a feat unequalled in the total history 
of mankind. In the meantime, a June raid against 
the south Lebanese seaside will be remembered by 
history as a sign of Mr. Begin’s failures and his weak- 
nesses in matching the vitality and the persistence of 
the country called Palestine that defies his guns and 
his bullets.

rived to serve in his country’s 
embassy- a month before the 
June war broke out in 1967.

One of them 
is the chef Mr. Shu, who has 
had 34 years of experience in 
the kitchen beginning with 
such non-cooking drudgery as 
washing pots and chopping ve- 
getables, serving a traditional 
Chinese apprenticeship. Now he 
has three assistants to help 
him. but he is the one who 
stands before the stove and 
mans the work, 

Mr. Sbu knows the 100 dis- 
hes on the menu by heart and 
by number. He is not secretive 
about his recipes, but shares 
his knowledge with anyone. 
The restaurant's regional style 
is the Shanghai, characterised 
by moderate flavouring and the

Care goes into shopping for 
ingredients.

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Aqaba may become M.E. “shop window” for Australian 
agricultural products, visiting Victoria State official says

AMMAN, June 9 — Jordan's 
long-term aim of capitalising 
on its geographical location in 
the Middle East to become a 
regional marketing centre may 
be on the verge of a major br- 
eakthrough after a visit here 
this week by an Australian ag- 
ricultural official. 

Mr. Ian Smith, Agriculture 
Minister of the Australian St- 
ate of Victoria, told the Jor- 
dan Times in an interview he- 
re this morning at the end of 
his four-day visit that Austra- 
lian private companies may es- 
tablish a combination retail 
and wholesale ‘'shop window- 


type” facility in Aqaba to ma- 
rket Australian agricultural pr- 
oducts throughout the Middle 
East- 

He would suggest that de- 
legations of individual or coll- 
ective Australian private sec- 
tor companies should come 
out Jordan and look into 
the practicality of such an op- 
eration, and Mr. Smith said he 
would personally follow up th- 
is idea when he returns to Au- 
stralia after his current two- 
month international tour, 

“We would probably establi- 
sh a shop window-type opera- 
tion at Aqaba for the entire 
Middle East,” he said, “with 
the idea of bulk shipping Aus- 
tralian produce for storage at 


Aqaba.” 

Local Jordanian merchants 
could use the retail side of the 
operation by buying produce 
On the spot, while other buy- 
ers from different Arab coun- 
tries (or even non-Arab Mide- 
ast states such as Iran, Tur- 
key or Cyprus) would be mo- 
re likely to come t° Aqaba to 
order large quantities of Aus- 
tralian products for immedi- 
ate delivery to their countries. 

The projected establishment 
of several coid-stoiage faciliti- 
es at Aqaba is particularly im- 
portant if such ah operation is 
to get off the ground, Mr. Sm- 
ith stressed, and he also po- 
inted out the importance of 
the lack of congestion at Aq-

Phosphate exports 
to Australia? 

He revealed that Jordan is 
weil placed to sell phosphate 
rock to Australia when Aus- 
tralia’s current sources of im- 
ported phosphates start to be 
depleted in the coming decade. 
Australia is a major importer 
of phosphates, taking tens of 
millions of tons annually, and 
Jordan's getting into that ma- 
rket would be a major boost 
to its global marketing stra- 
tegy. 

Mr. Smith also said that 
Australia would probably de- 
velop as a market for the po- 
tash fertiliser that will be pr- 
oduced at the Dead Sea po- 
tash scheme starting in late 
19SI, but actual contracts to 
sell Jordanian phosphate and 
potash to Australia are years 
away. 

Mr. Smith met with top of- 
ficials of the Jordan Phospha- 
te Mines Company during his 


visit this week, but talks are 
purely of a preliminary and 
exploratory nature, he stress- 
ed. 

Technical aid for 
agriculture 

The third area that Mr. Sm- 
ith covered in his visit here 
was the provision of technical 
aid to Jordan's rather unspec- 
tacular agriculture sector, wh- 
ich has always been the prob- 
lem child of the economy bec- 
ause of farmers* heavy depen- 
dence on the vagaries of rain- 
fall for their rainfed crops. 

"The land in Jordan is very 
underfarmed in general, it is 
often badly managed, and Jor- 
dan’s agricultural potential 
is not realised,” ■ Mr. Smith, 
who is a farmer himself, noted. 

“It is possible to grow mu- 
ch more grain in Jordan even 
with the small amount of ra- 
infall that you have here, and 
if we have an opportunity to 
provide the needed technical 
back-up to help do this, we 
sire ready to do so if asked by 
the Jordanian officials,” he 
said. 

Mr. Smith had particular pr- 
aise for the recent appointme- 
nt of his old acquaintance Mr. 
Hassan Gharaibeh as Under- 
secretary of the Ministry of

ed in Australia). 

“He’s an excellent man for 
the job,” Mr- Smith pointed 
out "and if given the proper 
facilities he will help bring 
about major progress in the 
. agriculture sector m the years 
ahead,” he predicted. 

Mr. Smith said that certa- 
in varieties of wheat develop- 
ed In Australia for dryland fo- 
rming, coupled with Australian 
cultivation methods, could br- 
ing about a major increase in 
the yields of grains in Jordan. 

There are examples of suc- 
cessful and profitable forming 
of wheat in Australia in areas 
that have an annual rainfall 
of only about 100 mm, which 
is low even for some dry ar- 
eas in Jordan. Many regions in 
Jordan have an annual rainfall 
of 200-400 mm. These succes- 
sful dryland wheat varieties 
sometimes have roots that go 
down to a depth of nearly three 
metres. Mr. Smith Said. 

He added that he would be 


sending the Jordanian Agricul- 
ture Ministry some seeds of 
these types of grains that era 
especially suited for dryland 
farming, with the idea of try- 
ing some of them, here on a 
p3o| basis.

EEC helps finance gas 
lines from Iran , USSR 


LUXEMBOURG, June 9 (R). 
— The Common Market yes- 
terday granted a loan of 110 
million West German marks 
(about $50 million) to help 
finance a pipeline bringing So- 
viet and eventually Iranian na- 
tural gas to. Europe. 

The European Investment 
Bank, the Common Market’s 
long-term financing arm, said 
in a statement the 15-year loan 
would go towards a $600 mil- 
lion project to build a gasline 
system across West Germany 
to France from the Czechoslo- 
vak and Austrian borders. 

Under the scheme, Russian 
gas will begin flowing into 
West Germany next year and 
into France in 1980. The follo- 
wing year it will carry gas pi- 


ped through Central Europe 
from Iran. When fully opera- 
tional in 1984 it will supply 
some 20 per cent of French 
demand and 10 per cent of 
West Germany’s needs. 

The money was granted in 
several currencies to the Cay- 
man Islands based Megal Fi- 
nance Company - - a consorium 
owned 50 per cent by Rubrgas 
AG. of Essen, 43 per cent by 
Gaz de France of Pari£ and 
five per cent by Oeirrv AG.' of 
Vienna. 

Laid entirely underground, 
the 650-km. (400-mile) gasline 
will convey, at full capacity, 
some 16,000 million cubic me- 
tres of gas a year -- some 

9.000 million from Iran and 

7.000 million from the So- 
viet Union.

ABU DHABI, June 9 (R) 
— United Arab Emirates 
(UAE) imports increased by 
28 per emit in value last year 
to reach 17.4 billion dirhams 
($4.3 billion), according to 
official figures published he- 
re today by the Emirates 
News Agency. 

Western Europe remained 
the UAFs most inqwrtant 
supplier providing goods 
worth 7J2 billion dirhams 
($1-8 bflBon) -- 41 per cent 
of total imports. 

Oil exports during the 
year were worth 35.3 bflBpn 
dirhams ($8.8 billion), more 
than double the value of the 
country’s Imports.

We would all rather hold 
good hands than poor ones. 
But making a bid to reveal 
■our goodies is not always a 
blessing as East discovered 
on this deal. 

If there is a culprit in 
the auction, it is South. IBs 
j decision to leap to four 
-spades with a hand that con- 
tained no singleton or card 
outside the spade suit was 
that of a typical hand-hog. 
With six running tricks, 
there is no excuse for his 
failure to bid three no trump, 
a contract that would have 
been laydown. Fortunately 
for his partner, he had the 
skill to land his contract. 

A dub lead would have 
netted the defenders four 
tricks, but in view of the 


auction, that would have 
been a strange lead indeed. 
Instead, West made the nor- 
mal decision to lead his part- 
ner's suit. The queen lost to 
the ace. and the heart con- 
tinuation went to dummy's 
king. Two rounds of trumps 
drew the outstanding cords 
in that suit. 

Had there been no adverse 
bidding, declarer might have 
tried playing three rounds of 
diamonds, or leading a club 
to his king. Either would 
have led to the contract's 
defeat. But since the bid- 
ding and play virtually mark- 
ed East with at least six 
hearts and the ace of clubs, 
declarer saw a way that 
would almost guarantee his 
contract. 

Declarer cashed the ace 
and king of diamonds, ‘.hen 
led dummy's last heart. 
When East covered with the 
eight, declarer discarded his 
remaining diamond, and 
East was end played. 

A heart would allow de- 
clarer to discard a club 
while ruffing in dummy, so 
be would lose only two 
hearts and a club. A club 
lead would have the same 
effect. And if East could re- 
turn a diamond, declarer 
could ruff. If diamonds were 
3-3, the thirteenth diamond 
in dummy would be estab- 
lished for a club discard, 
with the ten of trumps as an 
entry. And if East turned up 
with four diamonds, he could 
.have only a singleton ace of 
clubs, so declarer would lead 
a low club and duck in dum- 
my, setting up the king os 
the game-going trick. 
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U.S., USSR meet on 
hunter-killer space 
vehicle controls 

HELSINKI, June 9 (Agencies). — U S. and Soviet officials met yesterday 
for talks on ways of controlling the production of hunter-killer space vehi- 
cles capable to destroying or capturing satellites in orbit Fears of future in- 
ter-satellite warfare lay behind the meeting, which was proposed by the 
United States. Secretary of State Cyrus Vance expressed concern in April 
that an arms race in space might be imminent 


Delegates conferred for less 
than two hours in the first ro- 
und of talks at the U.S. Emb- 
assy in Helsinki. An official 
spokesman said the meeting 
would resume today at the 
Soviet Embassy. 

Ambassador Oleg Hlestov 
headed the Soviet delegation 
while the American side was 
led by Paul Warnke, Chief of 
the U.S. Anns Control and 
Disarmament Agency - - an 
indication of the importance 
Washington attaches to the 
talks which are expected to 
last a week or more. 

Mr. Warake said other co- 
untries could be brought into 
the discussions if they proved 
successful. Both sides have 
stressed that the talks are 
exploratory at this stage. 


The two superpowers have 
been working for years on 
methods of destroying enemy 
satellites in a future war. 

American experts say the 
Soviet Union has developed a 
search-and-destroy vehicle wh- 
ich has successfully knocked 
out a target satellite in tests. 

The Russians are believed to 
be ahead of the Americans in 
this branch of weaponry al- 
though the U.S. Space Shuttle, 
due to begin flights next year, 
is reported able to destroy sa- 
tellites or snatch them intact 
while in orbit. 

Both countries have already 
pledged not to put weapons of 
mass destruction, such as nuc- 
lear bombs, into space. They 
have also agreed to refrain 
from attacking satellites being 



used to monitor compliance 
with undertakings made in St- 
rategic Arms Limitation Talks 
(SALT). 

But most of the hundreds of 
military satellites now in orbit 
are used to maintain commu- 
nications and information sys- 
tems, and are not covered by 
previous agreements. The ne- 
gotiators in Helsinki are cut 
to reach a consensus on the 
control of vehicles capable of 
interfering with such satel- 
lites. 

Meanwhile, the head of a 
private West German rocket 
company said in a television 
interview broadcast yesterday 
that he hopes to launch sur- 
veillance satellites for deve- 
loping nations seeking to spy 
beyond their borders into ne- 
ighboring states. 

Lutz Kayser, President of 
the Stuttgart-based Orbital 
Transport and Raketen A.G. 
(Otrag), was interviewed by 
West German television at a 
remote launching site in the 
Shaba province of Zaire. 

Mr. Kayser said he believes 
there is a big market in deve- 
loping nations for the commu- 
nications and survey satellite 
launchers he is developing. 


South Yemen asks Kuwait 
to help mend relations 
with Oman, Saudi Arabia 

KUWAIT, June 9 (R). — South Yemen has asked Kuwait 
to help it mend its relations with neighbouring Oman and 
Saudi Arabia, the Kuwait newspaper Al Wataa said here 
today. 

It cairi the request came (luring a visit to Kuwait on May 30 
by South Yemen Foreign Minister Mohammed Saleh Mutea. 

The newspaper said Kuwait had agreed to undertake this 
mediation and Foreign Minister Sheikh Safcah Al Ahmed Al 
Sabah had ahead sent messages to his Saudi and Omani oppo- 
site numbers conveying the South Yemeni wish to improve 
relations with the two states. 

South Yemen wished to maintain relations with the two 
states <Hi the basis of equality and the respect of each' others 
sovereignty, the newspaper said. 

Resuming normal relations with the two conservative states 
would also help leftist South Yemen loosen its ties with the 
socialist camp, especially the Soviet Union and Cuba, the 
South Yemen foreign minister was reported by the newspaper 
to have told Kuwaiti officials. 

The Aden government also wished to review its past support 
for the Soviet-backed Ethiopian military regime and al- 
ready started withdrawing personnel who helped the Addis 
Ababa government m its war against Somali awt Eritrean 
guerrillas. It added. 


Iraq trebled development 
allocations to Kurdistan 

BAGHDAD, June 9. (R). — The Iraqi government has more 
than trebled its allocations for development projects in Kurdis- 
tan, according to figures released there today. 

Information Minister Saad Kassem Hamxnoudi told Reuter 
that this year’s allocation for the development of Kurdistan, now 
officially known as the autonomous region, totalled 690 million 
dinars (about $2,465 million). 

Last year’s budget provided for 211.490,000 dinars (about 
$738.5 million) for the development of northern Iraq, tom by 
years of strife between Kurdish rebels and troops of the cen- 
tral government m Baghdad. 

Mr. Hammoudi cited the government's large-scale expendi- 
ture on the north as proof of Baghdad’s determination to bring 
the area up to the level of other parts of oil-rich Iraq. 


USSR strongly 
protests U.S. 
allegations 
of bugging 


MOSCOW, June 9 (AP). — 
The Soviet Union has strongly 
protested the U.S, Embassy’s 
exploration of a surveillance 
tunned in Moscow and has le- 
velled a countercharge of elec- 
tronic eavesdropping by the 
embassy, Tass announced yes- 
terday. 

A representation by the So- 
viet Foreign Ministry to the 
U.S. State Department warned 
that if the American side con- 
tinues to publicise the issue, 
the Russians will make pub- 
lic "documentary materials" 
about U.S. surveillance opera- 
tions, Tass said. 

It said "appropriate meas- 
ures” woul£ be taken u nl e ss 
tbe American side ceases its 
“unlawful work” and makes 
restoration for damages caus- 
ed when it broke into the tun- 
nel under the embassy. 

Tass said the protest alleg- 
ed that members of the embas- 
sy destroyed a heating facility 
in a neighbouring Soviet apart- 
ment block and damaged “a 
protective ystem” designed to 
counter spy activities conduc- 
ted from, within the embassy. 

The Tass announcement was 
the first public Soviet reaction 
to the revelation by Western 
sources last week that the 
embassy had discovered an .ar- 
ray of Soviet bugging equip- 
ment hidden within a shaft in 
the embassy’s south wing. 


U.S. approves sale of military related equipment to China 


- WASHINGTON, June 9 (AP). 

— The administration of U.S. 
President Carter has reversed 
an earlier decision and approv- 
ed the sale of $2.8 million 
worth of military-related equip- 
ment to Communist China, of- 
ficial sources said last night. 

The sources, who asked not 
to be named, said the United 
States decided Wednesday to 
permit the export of sophisti- 
cated geological exploration 
equipment to Peking, after re- 
jecting the sale last month for 


national security reasons. 

“We satisfied ourselves that 
the equipment would not be 
diverted for military purpos- 
es,’’ said one source, adding 
that the White House and the 
Departments of State, Defence 
and Commerce had input into 
the decision. 

The initial export applica- 
tion from Deadulus Enterprises 
of Ann Arbor, Mich, had been 
rejected by the Commerce De- 
partment reportedly for fear 
the Chinese could adapt the 


equipment to intercept U.S. mi- 
litary signals. 

The company criticised the 
rejection as "absurd." and filed 
an appeal A company official 
claimed the technology was 
more than 20 years old and 
that the Chinese could obtain 
simpler methods of intercep- 
ting U.S. military signals. 

The administration’s decision 
to permit the exports follows 
a trip to China by National 
Security Advisor Zbigniew Br-
